asaimil that bis father's popularity uaa ths sain reason 
behind Bruns EAUtH's election to the Latvian Pari l ea nt 
as a senator In the early twsntles. Be rescind a 
aentor until 1996 . Bosevsr, It was so doubt his 
ntber'e, Berta EttJOai 1 , influence as a c art e r of the 
citron* left-wing of the Soolal Deaoo ratio Party In 
Latvia upon her aoa, Bruno KALBXB8, which caused Us

e. la tbs late twenties (approximately 1926) Bruno KALBXBS, 
still a ntaber of the left-wing faction of the Social 
Desecrate and still a senator in the Latvian Parliament, 
organ! led the so-called 988 Organisation (Strsdaieku Sports 
un Serge r Worker* Sport and Protector). A great eater 
of Latvians sere and still are absolutely certain that at 
that tine— chile Chief of the S80— VdJCOB was either 
directly in the eaglOQr of the Soviet Union or at least 
acted in their behalf.

Zo 
addition, indicatio ns were found that KAUDMB was preparing 
to overthrow tbs Latvian Qovert— at by fores with tbs support 
of the Soviet Onion on so— date later than the Ul—nls 
coup of 15 Mgr 193*1 as a result of the coup, 01m— In of 
course foiled any such possibility. Bavins served approximately 
two year* in Jail, CALXUB3 was deported from Latvia and 
a ppsr— tly through Finland and Sweden finally looated 
hi— elf in Borwny where be supposedly Joined the Borwe glnp 
Cr— islet Party.

g. On 14 June 19*0 when the Russians occupied Latvia, KALBXBS 
suddenly appeared on the scene ae the Polities! Conwlasar or 
so-called FQLXT8UK of the Latvian Army which was immediately 
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rendered conpletely inactive and placed under full Soviet 
control .
